Scriptures refer to it nearly 1,000 times. Revelation proclaims God's 
Judgment loudly! May God's Spirit impress us as we study this vital topic.

a half) of Papal persecution (538 A.D.-1798 A.D.). So the book of Daniel 
was not to be opened until after 1798, which begins the time of the end. 

In the early 1840's Christian people all over the world began to study the 
prophecies of the books of Daniel and Revelation, and especially the 2300 
-year Judgment Hour prophecy of Daniel 8 and 9. They figured the date 
correctly but the event wrong. They thought 1844 referred to the second 
coming of Jesus, instead of the beginning of God's judgment in heaven. 

When Jesus did not return, the disappointment was bitter. In Revelation 
10, God pictures this disappointment by asking the prophet John to eat the 
book of Daniel, which had been closed but was now open (vs. 8). It was 
sweet in his mouth but bitter in his stomach, as was the disappointment 
when Jesus did not return in 1844. 


20. What was the church to do after the disappointment? 

Revelation 10:11

NOTE: God told His people they must take the truth about this 
prophecy to the entire world.

When we compare Revelation 10:1-3 and Revelation 1:13-15 with Daniel, 
10:5, 6 we discover that these passages refer to the same heavenly being. 
This glorious being told Daniel to close or seal his book of Daniel until 
the time of the end. Daniel 12:4. This same being came to John with a 
prophecy showing that the book would be open. The "time of the 
end” (Daniel 12:4-9) specifically refers to the 1260 years (time/times and

PHASE #2—JUDGMENT DURING THE 1000 YEARS
